A MONTH’S IMPRISONMENT 
IN BELFAST. 


FREE STATE LABOUR 
PROTESTS.

From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 

BELFAST, Friday. 
At a special court held here at three 
o'clock this afternoon Mr. Eamon de Valera, 
leader of the Fianna Fail Party in Dail 
Éireann, was sentenced to one month’s im- 
prisonment in the first division for con- 
travening.an order made in September, 1924, 
prohibiting him from entering certain parts 
of Northern Ireland. 


As stipulated in the Civil Authorities 
(Special Powers) Acts, the hearing of the 
charge took place before two magistrates— 


Mr. P. J. O'Donoghue, R.M. (presiding), and 
Mr. H. Toppin, R.M. 
Long before three o'clock the court was 
thronged, and at an early stage in the pro. 
ceedings the police officer in charge was 
ordered not to let the room become over- 
crowded and to open the windows. 
Mr. de Valera was brought from the 
Crumlin road prison in a patrcl van, accom- 
panied by armed police in a Crossley tender. 
At the suggestion of Mr. O'Donoghue, he 
was accommodated with a seat at the 
Me table, instead oí being kept in the 
toci, 
THE CHARGE, 
The charge against Mr. de Valera was as 
follows :—‘* That he, on the 5th day of 
February, in contravention of Sub-section 1 
of Section 2 of the Civil Authorities (Special 
Powers) Acts, Northern Ireland, 1 and 
1928, and of Regulation 23A of the Regula- 
tions made in accordance with the provisions 
of the said Acts, entered the County of 
Armagh, and thereby failed to comply with 
ar: order of the civil authorities made in pur- 
suance of the said Regulations on the 1st 
day of September, 1924, and duly served 
upon him on the 25th day of October, 1924, 
whereby he, the said Eamon de Valera, was 
prohibited from entering the said County of 
Armagh. '' 
Mr. O'Donoghue asked if 
was legally represented. 
i á de Valera uttered a few sentences in 
rish. 
Mr. Moorhead said he understood that, the 
defendant was to be represented. 
Mr. Toppin, R.M.— There appears to be 
nobody here for him. 
In opening the case for the Government, 
Mr. Moorhead said that, notwithstanding ap. 
pearances in the Court, that w&s not a State 
trial, and was not intended to be anything 
like a State trial. It was quite a simple 
matter—namely, to determine whether or not 
any person was at liberty to set at naught 
the Civil Authorities: Special Powers Act, and 
fail to comply with an order made under that 
Act in accordance with the law. It was a 
very simple ,one. The procedure, with 
which their worships were quite familiar, 
permitted a case to be tried by a Court of 
Summary Jurisdiction constituted in accord- 
ance with the Civil Authorities Act. The

Mr O'Donoghue, in passing sentence, said 
that the prosecution had been very clearly 
explained by Mr. Moorhead, and the various 
steps taken in the course óf it had been 
proved in evidence. They had the Civil 
Authorities Special Powers Act still in force, 
and they had a regulation thereunder which 


itself. They had evidence of an exclusion 
order having been executed against the de- 
fendant, and of that order having been served 
on him, also evidence of his arrest in Co. 
Armagh. But there was no evidence or any 
eneopetion as to how he was there. The 
defendant by his demeanour had not alone 
failed to offer any reason or excuse, but 
seemed to have flouted the whole administra- 
tion of justice in Northern Ireland, and they 
believed that that was his intention. 

The defendant was there as a consequence 
of his own deliberate act. They could do 
nothing but enforce the law as it was. As 
magistrates they could not enter into reasons 
why the exclusion order had been issued. 
Neither could they enter into the ideas 
behind the defendant’s mind and the minds 
of those who had brought him to Northern 
Ireland. They, as magistrates, could onl 
administer the law as they found it, and, wit 
the law laid down very clearly and explained 
to them by the Chief Crown Solicitor, their 
only duty was to pass suitable sentence. 
Under the Act they could impose a term of 
imprisonment up to two years and also a 
heavy fine. On the present occasion, how- 
ever, in the hope that the defendant might 
even yet consider his attitude in the future, 
they confined themselves to sentencing him 
to one month’s imprisonment in the first 
division.

“ INSULT TO SAORSTAT AND 
OIREACHTAS.” 


The detention of Mr. de Valera has evoked 
the following protest from Mr. T. J. 
O'Connell, leader of the Labour Party in 
Dail Eireann :— 

“I do not think that it should be left to 
the members of the Fianna Fail Party to 
protest against the arrest and imprisonment 
of Mr. de Valera by the Northern Govern- 
ment. Whatever views may be held as to his 
past or present political opinions, the fact 
must not be overlooked that he is a law- 
abiding citizen of this State; that not alone 
is he a distinguished member of our Pariis- 
ment, he is the leader of the Opposition in 
that Parliament, and, as such, is entitled to 
all the international courtesies which one 
country usually extends to the Parliamentary 
representatives of other countries.

Reference was 
further made to the resolution of the respec- 
tive Governments ‘to aid one another in a 
spirit of neighbourly comradeship.’

WHEREABOUTS OF ATTESTING 
WITNESSES UNKNOWN. 


BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 
In the goods of Edward E. Parkes, de- 
eased

Mr. Tobias (instructed by Messrs. Edmund- 
son and Parkes) applied on behalf of Elsie M. 
Parkes, of Lime Grove, New Malden, 
Surrey, England, widow and executrix of the 
deceased man, for a grant of probate of his 
will. Counsel stated that the deceased 
gentleman had been a Lieutenant-Colonel in 
the Royal Army Medical ag and died on 
the 10th May, 1928, at the British Militar 
Hospital, Jubbulpore, India. By his will, 
dated 5th May, 1928, he left everything to 
his wife, and appointed her sole executrix.

BRAY RESIDENT TO PAY £510. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

The hearing was concluded of the action 
in which Mrs. Annie Hayden, Scalp Villas, 
Kilternan, Co. Dublin, claimed £2,000 
damages for personal injuries alleged to have 
beeen caused by the negligence of the defen- 
dant, John McQuillan, 8 Fitzwilliam terrace, 
Bray, in the management of a motor car.

DUBLIN CIRCUIT (CRIMINAL) COURT 
ROBBED HER EMPLOYERS 


DUBLIN WOMAN SENTENCED. 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) i 

Mrs. Honoria B. Conlan pleaded not guilty 
to having, between January 1, 1928, and 
January 11, 1929, embezzled from her em- 
ployers, Messrs. Pigott and Co., of Grafton 
street, Dublin, the sum of £177 17s. 4d. 
On a second count she was charged with 
haying, on January 11, 1929, fraudulently 
converted to her own use £177 17s. 4d., the 
property of Messrs. Pigott and Co.; and on 
a third count she was charged with having, 
on February 8th last, made, or concurred in 
making, a false entry in a day book belonging 
to Messrs. Pigott and Co. purporting to show 
that she sold tickets for a London theatre 
to a theatre agency for William Morrison 
Gibbs. 

Mr. Hare (instructed by Mr. White, solici- 
tor) defended. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., who (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor) prosecuted, said 
that the facts of the case were very clear, 
and until now the accused woman did not 
attempt to deny that she was responsible for 
the appropriation of this money. The prisoner 
was highly trusted by her emplovers, who 
had regarded her as a woman of integrity 
and honesty. In the year 1926 or 1927 she 
was given charge of the issuing of tickets 
for Messrs. Pigott and Co., as sub-agents 
for Messrs. Ashton and Mitchell, London, so 
that people in Dublin who wished to attend 
theatres in London booked their seats at 
Messrs. Pigott’s. The prisoner kept a theatre 
book, and the money she received during the 
day for tickets was handed to the cashier 
each night and put in the safe. It was her 
duty to lodge the money in the bank, and 
there was a special bank book kept for the 
theatre moneys. 

THE LONDON ACCOUNT. 

Last moyth they discovered that whereas 
for 1928 she had only lodged £379 19s. 11d., 
the London account showed that she liad 
procured from London theatre tickets to the 
value of £557 17s. 3d. When, on January 
llth, the accounts were being settled, she 
admitted having received £557 17s. 3d., and 
that she only lodged £379 19s. 11d., and that 
she had appropriated £177 17s. 4d. She 
begged for time to pay, and admitted that 
she had spent the money. 

The book-keeper and the cashier of the 
firm gave evidence, and the latter, answering 
Mr. Hare, said that Ms. Conlan got two 
weeks’ holiday each year, and during her 
absence somebody else had charge of thie 
theatre tickets and the money received for 
them.

The Bank Rate. 


The increase in the British Bank Rate 
from 44 to 55 per cent., although it was 
not altogether unexpected, has caused 
much excitement in financial circles, All 
sorts of rumours were in circulation on 
Thursday and yesterday. One of them— 
the most absurd—was to the effect that the 
Bank oí England was making arrange- 
ments for large dollar credits in the 
United States. Probably, the fact that the 
Governor of the Bank of England is in 
New York at present gave rise to this 
canard; but everybody who has the 
slightest knowledge of financial conditions 
knows perfectly. well that dollar credits 
are not being arranged, for the sufficient 
reason that there is not the least need for 
them. The cause of the rise in the Bank 
Rate is quite simple. During the last 
twelve months there has been enormous 
activity on the New York Stock Exchange. 
Dealings in Wall-street have smashed all 
previous “records.” Fortunes-.have been 
won and lost in a few minutes, and indus- 
trial securities have risen to premiums of 
which their most enthusiastic supporters 
never dreamed. In these circumstances, 
two things happened. In the first place, 
investors, attracted by the lure of rapid 
and lucrative returns, took their money 
out of foreign loans and transferred it to 
Wall street securities. Consequently, 
Germany, which had been borrowing large 
sums of money in New York, was forced to 
obtain gold from London, while several 
other borrowing countries found them- 
selves in the same predicament. The New 
York market, which formerly had been 
virtually throwing loans away, suddenly 
ceased to accommodate its many appli- 
cants, with the result that the drain of 
gold from London increased daily. 

In the second place, demands for 
credit in New York for purposes of native 
investment became so great that the 
Federal Reserve Bank, in order to prevent 
speculation, increased its rate, and at one 
time call money in New York stood at 12 
per cent. As a result of this policy, 
money in London became cheaper than 
money in New York, and’ Wall street 
actually began to borrow in the British 
capital, This unusual development 
increased the flow of gold from London. 
Since last September there has. been a 
gold loss of £26,000,000, and last week 
more than £3,000,000 left England. Since 
the report of the Cunliffe Commission the 
Bank of England has aimed at a normal 
gold reserve of £150,000,000. As soon as 
this sum is reduced the foreign exchanges, 
naturally, begin to move against Great 
Britain, and it is largely for this reason 
that the Bank Rate has been raised. 
When the new rate was announced on 
Thursday the New York exchange imme- 
diately reacted in Britain’s favour; and 
the shipment of gold across the Atlantic 
became unprofitable. Thus the immediate 
object of the Bank of England has been 
achieved. It is a tradition of the London 
money market that the Bank Rate always 
is raised by one per cent. and falls by 
one half per cent. ‘In the near future, 
therefore, we may expect the rate to be 
reduced again to 5 per cent.; but, in the 
meanwhile, there is no cause for impati- 
ence. If the Bank of England had not 
taken action on Thursday, the continued 
withdrawals of gold from London would 
have forced its hand very soon. 

The remarkable spate of speculation in 
the United States has been one of the 
most ominous symptoms of the post-war 
period. Since the war money has poured 
across the Atlantic. The United States is 
the only nation that emerged from the 
war considerably richer than it- was at the 
beginning, and there seems to be no limit 
to the measure of its prosperity. Every 
man in the United States now is a 
capitalist. Operations on the New York 
Stock Exchange no longer are confined to 
the favoured few ; every servant girl is the 


and fortunes .are made so easily that 
speculation is spreading throughout the 
country. How. long can this entirely. 
artificial “‘boom’’ continue? Industry is 
thriving. Mass production has evolu 


tionised the art of manufacture, and the I

output of goods of every description is 
truly astonishing. In order to keep 
factories at work, the hire-purchase 
system has been developed to a _ degree 
that is unknown in Europe. Everything 


‘can be purchased now on the instalment 


plan. Formerly this system. was confined 
to articles that has a certain amount of 
permanent~ value—such “as furniture, 
which depreciates, slowly; but. now it has 
been extended to include motor cars, 
wearing apparel, and even aeroplanes. 
Millions of dollars are owed by the public 
to manufacturers, and the slightest dis- 
turbance in the delicate balance of credit 
might precipitate a serious crisis. The 
Federal Reserve authorities are, fully 
aware of this danger, to which ultimately 
the rise in the English Bank Rate in part 
may be attributed. America’s prosperity 
may be dazzling; but most people on this 
side of the Atlantic will prefer the British 
way. , 

——_————— 
Ireland’s Architects. 

This week Ireland has been visited by 
one of the best-known of English authori- 
ties on architecture—Mr. Walter Tapper, 
A.R.A., President of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects. It is unfortunate 
that Mr. Tapper’s stay was not of longer 
duration; for it would have been helpful 
to hear his verdict on the buildings, old 
and new, of Dublin and Belfast had time 
allowed him to make a careful inspection 
of the two cities. He lectured before the 
School of Architecture in University 
College, Dublin, but was obliged, he said. 
to confine his remarks to general prin- 
ciples, without commenting on the good 
and bad work visible in the reconstructed 
areas of the city. He “had been struck 
by the fine appearance of Sackville street, 
with its fine buildings and width.’’ Detailed 
inspection of many of the new buildings 
would have obliged Mr. Tapper to say 
things harsher, perhaps, than he cared to 
utter as a guest within our shores. In 
Belfast Mr. Tapper opened the annual 
exhibition of work of the students of the 
College of Art. He said that he had seen 
in Belfast oné building which was a 
beautiful work of art, and next to it a 
building which he would not describe. 
Here he touched upon that glaring fault 
of incongruity which mars virtually all 
the building that has been executed in 
Ireland during a few hundred years. Side 
by side with a Gothic bank another in 
rococo style is planted. Often the upper 
storeys of the same building in a commer- 
cial thoroughfare forget their foundation, | 
and flower into patterns that belong to 
another region and another age. Mr. 
Tapper appealed, in the address which he 
delivered in Dublin and Belfast, for avoid- 
ance of the “jazz’’ tendencies that are 
evident in much modern architecture. He 


-urged architects to cleave to old standards 


as they would to the old alphabet, and to 
seek, so far as possible, to preserve the 


crafts of other days. Mr. Tapper’s 
principles, if they could be imposed 
universally, would rescue the modern 


world from many foolish vagaries that 
future generations will deplore as the 
generation of to-day deplores the shoddy 
domestic Gothic that rendered many a 
Victorian suburb ugly and uncomfortable. 
Irish architects, however, are faced by two 
difficulties, They seldom find support among 
their patrons for dignified and co-ordinated 
design and modern economic conditions, 
the use of those materials and dimensions 
which made possible the triumphs of the 
past. Mr. Edwin R. Kennedy, President 
of the Ulster Society of Architects, speak- 
ing at Thursday’s gathering in Dublin, 
said that he hoped that nenceforward there 
would be free interchange of views and 
opinions between North and South, and . 
that no border line would divide the 
architects of Ireland. The best architec- 
tural work of Ulster is true to the same 
tradition as the best work in the other 
provinces, since a common climate imposes 
common standards of propriety. 


America’s Diet. . 


Some Americans are becoming concerned 
because of the growing. popularity in the 
United States of “delicatessen” shops. 
They fear that this popularity indicates 
a decline of American home life. Accord- 
ing to W. F. Ogburn, of the University 
of Chicago, the number of restaurants in 
the country increased about three times 
as fast between 1900. and 1920 as the 
number of families. One newspaper 
describes these figures as “menacing,” 
and thinks that. “in the end we may 
depend upon radio to save the American 
home from extinction.”” If muffins or 
soda-cake cannot induce the business man 
to return to his domestic hearth, he may 
yearn for the cheery “good evening, 
everybody,” and the subsequent chat on 
Japanese architecture or the boll-weevil. 
Another explanation, however, has been 
suggested for this change in national 
habits. People still eat their meals in 
the home, but they do not cook them 
there. The housewife takes u- the tele- 
phone, and orders a meal to be sent up 
cooked and prepared from a delicatessen 
store. Thus she frees herself from the 
most tedious part of housework. If such 
a system became general, delicatessen 
stores would have a busy time in the 
early part of the morning. Complete 
breakfasts would be delivered with the 
letters and the morning paper. Some 
people may think that the British 
breakfast, which broke the heart of a 
famous French chef, might prove to be 
too elaborate for quick delivery to the 
doorstep. There is a general impression 
that all Americans breakfast upon shredded 
wheat and a small portion of grape fruit. 
According to Mr. Hoover's breakfast 
menu, however, which has been published 
in a New York newspaper, the first meal 
of the day in the United States sometimes 
is a substantial one. . An entire grape 
fruit, a large plate of mutton hash, a 
generous portion of scrambled eggs and 
bacon, six sausages, coffee, toast and a 
“few other necessaries” made up the 
breakfast of a President-elect.

Bird Life, 

Several’ points in connection with the 
migration of birds. still are somewhat. 
obscure, although ‘peet and peasant, 
‘‘emperor and clown’’ have studied bird 


birds find their way across great stretches 
of water? Why is it so imperative that 
they should spend summer im one region 
and winter in another? Is it true, as 
early writers have suggested, that some 
species hibernate instead of flying to other 
lands? Professor C. J. Patton, in a 
lecture at the Royal Dublin Society 
day, had many interesting 
things to say about the habits of birds. 
Professor Patton dealt with the risks of 
bird life and the behaviour of different 
species, as they have been studied from 
the Tuskar Rock Lighthouse, near 
Wexford. ' He showed that the theory of 
hibernation cannot be sustained. Migra- 
tion virtually is universal among the 
feathered tribe. No doubt, climatic con- 
ditions have a great deal to do with this 
regular flitting to fresh fields, but the 
difficulty of finding food also has to be 
into account. Birds have large 
appetites. A peregrine falcon will devour 
three ducks in a day; a robin will eat 
fourteen feet of worm in twelve hours. 
The seasonal departure to other lands 
when supplies begin to fall short is an 
essential measure of self-preservation. It 
has been suggested that the direction of 
flight is decided by ancestral memory. 
The journey is guided by birds who have

The Bank Rate 


In the City of London to-day, on further 
reflection regarding the increase in the 
Bank Rate, it is agreed that it is about 
the heaviest blow that could be aimed at 
the trade revival, since the rate of 5, 
per cent. is exceptionally high. A high 
Bank Rate is good for those who have 
money to lend and for those who deal in 
money, but bad for those who need to 
borrow, with the result that.industry and 
trade must suffer. It is clear that the 
origin of the advance is that we have lent 
£26,000,000 in gold in about five months 
to Germany and the United States, an: 
it is being asked whether the Bank could 
not have controlled this enormous outflow 
of, gold, particularly to Germany. Once 
again the question is raised whether the 
public is not entitled to an explanation 
from the Bank of its action and the policy 
which has rendered London one of the 
dearest money markets, and administere| 
a blow to industry on several occasions. 
The proposition by Mr. McKenna that the 
policy of the Bank should be subject to 
review by a committee of experts repre- 
senting all interests is again advanced, 
and it is hoped that some steps will be 
taken. 


The Effect on Securities. 


It is interesting to note that far more 
general interest is taken in. the rise in 
the Bank Rate than on former occasions 
Since the last increase there has been a 
vast expansion of the number of stock 
and shareholders throughout the country, 
and the fluctuations consequent upon tis 
Bank Rate increase to 54 per cent. were 
closely scrutinised, not only by specula- 
tors, but by the large body of holders «f 
investment stocks. War Loan Five JJ“ 
Cent., the favourite holding with mar: 
investors, was less affected than oth. 
stocks, and still stands considerably ab.» 
the price paid for it by both large an“ 
small holders.

Toral himself appears to be in a etate of 
mystical exaltation. Reuter’s Correspondent 
has been told by the Governor of the 
penitentiary that the condemned man be- 
lieved his execution would-aid in a settle: 
ment of the dispute between the Mexican 
Government and the Roman Catholic Church 
over the religious laws of the Republic. 
Buoyed up by his religious faith, he expects 
to meet death calmly, and has prayed daily 
for those who persecuted him. 

Recently he made a drawing of his coming 
execution, which he called “second death.”’ 
He maintains’ that he has already died once 
as the result of the tortures he has undergone 
since his arrest and during the many months 
of confinement in prison. 

A few days ago Toral drew up a ‘will be- 
queathing all his property to his two 
children. One of these childreh is a new- 
born infant. Among the articles disposed 
of in the will are a number of drawings he 
has made in prison. as well as several articles 
which he has written, including a code of 
morals.

ROUTE KEPT A SECRET. 
The King is to be moved: to Bognor 
to-day. This announcement was made 
officially: yesterday after Lord Dawson of 
Penn, Sir Stanley Hewett, and Dr. 
Graham Hodgson (the radiologist who

the King) had had a consultation, lasting 
two hours, at Buckingham Palace. Thev

It has been impossible to communicate 
with the passengers, although a garbled 
verbal message sent by the King's 
messenger. through a: Turk has :reached 
the British Embassy. 


LOW TEMPERATURE. 


Tie: railway authorities state that 
the passengers will not lack food and 
water, and that there is a  snfficient 


supply of coal at Cherkes Keui to enable 
the train to be heated. 

The Embassy is making every effort to 
communicate with the passengers, ás -in 
view of the intense cold—it is snowing 
heavily again to-day and ‘the temperature 
has dropped considerably—the conditions 
may be serious. 

A parcel of foodstuffs has been sent, 
and it is hoped that it can be carried by 
men from station to station. 

Telegraphic communication does not 
exist. The possibility of sending an aero- 
‘plane. fitted with skids, has, been 
considered, but there is no deroplane 
available, and in any case permission 
must be obtained from Angora before 
foreigners can go to the military zone in 
which Cherkes Keui is situated.

At the railway station the remains were 
placed on a-specjal train, driven by the Duke 
ot Saragossa, which left shortly after eleven 
o clock. for Escurial. 

The King’s secretary, in a statement to the 
journalists present, said how deeply His 
Majesty had been touched by the spontaneous 
demonstration of sympathy of his people. The 
remembrance of it he would treasure in his 
heart for ever. 
Amid the crash of gumns,~firing their last 
salute, the Queen Mother was laid to rest 
in the subterranean gallery of the Escurial 
Monastery, from which the bodies of Spanish

The special train. conveying the coffin, 
which was draped in the national flag, and 
accompanied by a military escort, arrived at 
Escurial station at 12.10 p.m..

MINISTER'S REPLY TO A 
DEPUTATION. 


_ A deputation,’ representing various motor 
interests waited ‘upon Mr. Bollock, Minister 
ct Finance in the Northern Government, in 
Belfast yesterday afternoon, and urged a 
> revision of the taxes on commercial motor 
vehicles to bring them into conformity with 
the scale in operation in England. : 

Mr. Pollock said that he would have to 
make it perfectly clear that he could not, in 
any. circumstances,.accept.the principle of 


equal taxation with Great Britain. The 
pledges which had been given by the 
Government, and which had formed the 


basis of its whole policy, concerned equality 
of social services and the standard of living. 
The principle that the deputation was ad- 
vocating embodied a great many dangerous 
features. If it were accepted in regard to 
motor taxation, it would have to apply 
throughout the whole realm of taxation, and 
the result would be that expenditure on 
education, for instance, which was now 
borne by the Government, would. be to a 
large extent transferféd to the rates. 

If they - followed Great Britain” slavishlv 
they would be extracting from the Road 
Fund for ordinary expenditure some £90,000 
under the heading of luxury tax on private 
cars, but that was not done in Ulster, and 
the whole income of the Road Fund went 
in benefits to users of the roads. The 
Government’s policy was to encourage the use 
of smaller vehicles because’they did not cause 
the same damage to the roads. 

Mr, Pollock said that. he would be pre 
pared to receive further representations if the 
deputation desired to make suggestions with 
regard to the re-grading of vehicles for taxa- 
tion purposes.

SEPARATIONS TO BE 


“ ALLOWED.” 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Friday. 

As the definite official consummation of 
the’ agreement between the Vatican and 
the Italian Government approaches even 
the general calm waters of the Vatican 
show some excitement. The reserve which 
was kept up until yesterday, when the 
announcement was made to diplomatists 
by Cardinal Gasparri, has now been 
abandoned. . 
There is great rejoicing over the signing 
of the agreement, and it is predicted that 
the Pope will be known to history as 
i“ Pius the Great’’ and Cardinal Gasparrt 
as the most remarkable statesman in the 
Church since Cardinal Consalvi, who in 
1801, under Pope Pius VII., concluded 
the Concordat with Napoleon at a time 
when the Holy See was suffering from the 
disastrous conditions created by the French 
Revolution. 
Congratulations are beginning to pour 
in at the Vatican in great numbers from 
ithe Italian: previnces and also from all 
parts of the world. 


TWO TREATIES. 


All the documents regarding the Treaty 
of Conciliation and the Concordat have 
been carefully re-examined, and the Pope 
has decided to have two distinct treaties— 
one dealing with the solution of the 
Roman question, and the other, more 
voluminous, containing the Concordat. 
The first will have an international 
character, and the second will deal with 
the establishment of ecclesiastical and 
religious legislation in Italy. 


THE POPE’S VISITORS. 


The Pope rose earlier than usual to- 
day, and at 6.30 his valet found him up 
and dressed. Cardinal Gasparri was ar 
early visitor at the Vatican, and shortly 
afterwards Monsignor Borgongini Duca 
und Signor Pacelli, legal adviser to the 
City of Rome, who has been acting a: 
the intermediary between the Pope and 
Signor Mussolini during the negotiations, 
arrived. 

The signature of the treaty of concilia- 
tion and the concordat has been postponed 
from Sunday to Monday morning, because 
on the Sunday a Te Deum is being sung 
to commemorate the anniversary of the 
Pope’s coronation in the Basilica of it. 
John, Lateran, which adjoins the Papa! 
Palace, where the signing will take place. 
In view of the large crowd which woul 
be likely to assemble, it is thought best to 
defer the ceremony to the next day. 


A GOLDEN PEN. 


The treaty and the concordat will be 
signed with a golden pen supplied by the 
Vatican, which will afterwards be pre- 
served in the Vatican museum.

COLONEL SIR ALEXANDER 
SPROT, BART. 

Colonel Sir Alexander Sprot, C.M.G., first 
Baronet, who was taken ill in the House of 
Commons during the week, died in London 
yesterday in his seventy-sixth year. Sir 
Alexander as Unionist candidate defeated 
Mr. Asquith (afterwards Earl of Oxford and 
Asquith) in the East Fife election of 1918.

NO CLOSED CARS. | 

The regulations for the Irish International 
Grand Prix Motor Car Race have just been 
issued, 

The race is open to any car generally 
known as a sports, super-sports or speed 
model, not being what is commonly known 
as a racing car, and which is a 
bona - fide commercial model. The car 
must be normally constricted, catalogued, 
and offered for sale, with an electric 
starting motor, an electric lighting set, in- 
cluding a dynamo driven from the engine, 
wings, screen and hood, provision for all of 
which shall have been made in the design 
for the engine, chassis and body from the 
time the first car of the series was produced. 
The seating capacity of the cars will range 
from two to four passengers. Entries of 
closed cars will not be accepted. 


THE MECHANICS’ DUTIES. 

The entrant, however, is allowed to effect 
such changes as he desires in the internal 
mechanism of the components of the chassis, 
provided that the car complies, in the first 
place, with the regulations set out above, 
and provided that the bore and stroke are 
not altered in any way, and provided that 
neither the type of the component nor the 
system on which it operates is altered.

CRITICAL GAME FOR ENGLAND.

This afternoon’s match at Twickenham 
will, if possible, be an even more critical 
one for England than it will be for Ire-

England, if obviously unsound in the 
stodgy and orthodox sense of the word, 
look more. likely to be able to speed up

To give an idea of how public opinion was 
misled we would mention only a few of the 
errors which have come to our notice in the 
daily Press reports. An amount of £8,000 
carried forward was wrongly given as £0,000 ; 
reserve and depreciation, amounting to 
£49,000, which are included in the gross 
trading profit, were erroneously added instead 
of deducted, thus distorting the profits by no 
less than £98,000. 8 

Possibly these mistakes may be printers' 
errors or due to misunderstanding, but thev 
have, nevertheless, found wide publicity, and 
so done considerable harm. 

In reply to a question concerning alleged 
excessive profits, Mr. Singer continued :— 
“Why do not the Growers’ Association re- 
presentatives admit the fact that the past 
dividends (10 per cent. for the first and 15 
per cent. for the second year), when spread 
over nearly two and a half years, represent 
a return of 10 per cent. per annum, whereas 
other companies, whose risks can hardly be 
said to be greater, pay considerably more ?— 
Guinness, 28 per cent.; British-American 
Tobacco and Shell Mex, 25 per cent. ; National 
Bank, 14 per cent.; Bank of Ireland and 
Northern Bank, 174 per cent.; Munster and 
Leinster Bank, 20 per cent. and bonus.”

MR. JOHN HENRY ELVERY. 

We regret to announce that Mr. John 
Henry Elvery, of Messrs. Elvery, Dublin, 
died yesterday at his residence, Inniskeel, 
King Edward road, Bray. One of 
the best-known of the older businessmen 
Mr. Elvery’s name was esteemed in com- 
mercial circles in the city. About 1850 the 
business of Messrs. Elvery, sports’ out- 
fitters, was started by his father, from whom 
he took over control. It was under his 
management that the business grew to its 
present proportions with a large branch 
in London, another in Cork, and a branch 
in Dublin, in addition to the head office.. 

As well as being a man of keen business 
acumen and ability Mr. Elvery was a good 
employer, and had one of the most contented 
staffs in Dublin. After being connected with 
the business for more than fifty years, he 
retired from active participation in its affairs 
about four years ago, when he handed over 
control to his sons, Messrs. Frederick and 
John Elvery. He never lost touch with it, 
however, and three weeks ago he was in the 
Sackville street premises—the original 
Elephant House—making suggestions as to 
certain redecorations. The Sackville street 
remises were burned down during the Easter 
Week rebellion, but were rebuilt on their 
former site. 

Mr, Elvery was also a director of Parkes 
Iron Works, Ltd., from which he retired 
last year. An ardent sportsman in his young 
days, he was a keen golfer and cricketer. He 
was an intimate friend of the late Master 
Courtenay, in whose spacious garden at the 
rear of Wiiton place, Dublin, many of the 
enthusiastic cricketers, including Mr. Elvery. 
attended tournaments in the days gone by. 
His death will come as sad news to his 
many friends and business acquaintances. 


MR. J. R. ELLIOTT, J.P. 


The death took place on Thursday of Mr. 
John R. Elliott, J.P., aged eighty years, at 
his residence, Coagh, County Tyrone. Mr. 
Elliott was founder and head of Messrs. J.

He was further summoned for 
having, at 38 St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, 
his p of business, failed to produce his 
books for inspection when requested to do so 
by officials of the Inland Revenye who had 
called at his office for that purpose. 

Mr. McCann, K.Cí; Mr. C. Bewiey, K.C., 
and Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by Mr. Bb. 
Céllins, Revenue Solicitor) appeared for the 

ue Commissioners. i 

Mr. Duggan was I a om by Mr. A. E 
Wood, K.C.; Mr. J. M. Fitzgerald, K.C., and 
Mr. C. Lavery, K.C. (instructed by Mr. P. 
H. O'Reilly). 

Mr. Daniel J. Healy, official of the Inland 
Revenue Commission, continued his evidence, 
and, in reply to Mr. Bewley, K.C., said that 
on December 5 t he again visited Mr. 
Duggan’s premises in St. Stephen’s Green, 
accompanied by Mr. Elkin . and Mr. 
O'Sullivan. Mr. Duggan was not present, 
but he saw Mr. Biggar and asked him if the 
missing ledger accounts had yet been re- 
covered. Mr. Biggar said that they had not. 

““I then said,’ proceeded witness, “that I 
noticed that several statements of accounts 
in the. index safe in Mr. Biggar’s private 
room were also missing, and I asked him if 
they were removed in the raid on December 
5. He said ‘ Yes.’ | 

“*] again asked him if he was certain that 
the raid was made by Gould, and he said that 
he was not certain, but he suspected him, 
especially as Gould had not yet turned up. 
I then remarked to Mr. Biggar: ‘Do you 
seriously expect me to believe that Gould, on 
his own, raided these premises on the night 
of the 3rd with a duplicyte set of keys and 
took away the ledger accounts and statement 
of &ccounts which were kept in the safe in 
your private room?’

Witness said that that interview lasted only 
about ten minutes. He next visited the place 
on December 12, with Mr. Thompson and 
Mr. Elkin, and saw Mr. Duggan, to whom 
he produced a minute signed by Mr. Nolan, 
Revenue Commissioner, demanding the pro- 
duction of the documents already mentioned.

The Justice said that that was his view, 
and he ruled against Mr. Wood’s objection.

POSSESSION OF MALAHIDE 
HOUSE. 


(BEFORE JUDGE GLEESON.) 

Patrick J. Doherty sought an ejectment 
order against Mrs. Christina Meade, his 
niece, who occupies a house called ‘The 
Hill” and three acres’ of ground at Malahide, 
the ownership of which he claimed. The 
defendant resisted the claim,. alleging that 
she had established a legal right to the 
premises, as she had paid the annuities to 
the Land Commission for a number of years. 
The plaintiff had purchased the place before 
he went to America some fifteen years ago, 
leaving his sister, the defendant's mother, 
with her children, in possession. Then that 
sister went to America in November, 1915, 
where she died in April, 1917. The defendant 
married after her mother went away, and she 
managed to support her young sisters and a 
brother. Her husband went to America three 
yedrs ago, and she also paid a visit to that 
country, from which she returned about eight 
months ago. The plaintiff stated that while 
he was in America he had sent his niece and 
her mother a considerable sum of money, and 
that he always regarded her, not as a tenant 
of the place, but a ‘‘ guest.’ When he came 
back from America he asked bis niece for 
possession, and she refused on the ground 
that she had acquired title under the Statute 
of Limitations, 


JUDGMENT. : 

The Judge held that she did not acquire 
title, and that her occupancy of the premises 
was never adverse to the plaintiff. He also 
held that the occupancy of the defendant's 
mother (Mrs. Keogh) up to the date of her 
death m 1917 was as a guest, and that the 
statutory limitation period (twelve years) had 
not run since the death of defendant's mother, 
and the defendant herself had also occupied 
as guest or bailifí to. the plaintiff, as there 
had been nothing to change the character of 
Mrs. Keogh’s occupancy. He had come to 
the conclusion that the ylaintiff was entitled 
to succeed, and acceding he gave a decree 
for possession, 

On the application of counsel for the de- 
fendant, Mr. William Black (instructed hy 
Mr. James Fagan), a stay of execution was 
given until June Ist; and the Judge ex- 
pressed the hope that a friendly settlement 
might be come to in the meantime. 

Mr. Newett (instructed by Messrs. Gore 


and Grimes) appeared for the plaintiff. '
